DRAINAGE  AND  SEF\fERAGE 

With  the  completion  of  the  Northern  Ai'ea  Sew'erage  Scheme,  connections 
to  tie  new  sewers  have  continued  but  at  a relatively  1oy7  rate.  Owing  to  ttie 
complexities  involving  rights  and  privileges  of  the  owners,  t-e  work  involved 
has  been  delayed  and  tie  appropriate  action  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  is 
still  required  to  connect  the  properties. 

The  extensions  to  the  Wetiersfield  Se?7age  Disposal  Works,  dealing  with 
120,000  gallons  (dry  weather  flow)  from  the  airfield,  were  completed  in  195^ 
and  are  now  satisfactorily  in  operation  • The  need  for  careful  supervision  over 
the  disposal  of  oil  discharges  is,  however,  very  evident. 

Building  development  continues  to  take  place  througliout  the  viiole  of 
tie  Rural  District,  and  in  tie  villages  of  Rayne,  Terling,  Stisted  and  Bradwell 
main  drainage  facilities  are  urgently  required.  The  existing  sanitary  conditions 
are  such  as  to  warrant  urgent  attention  in  these  specific  cases.

Once  again  it  is  possible  to  report  that  a reasonably  satisfactory  service 
was  maintained  throughout  195-^  spite  of  the  difficulties  appertaining  to 
this  service  which  have  been  emphasized  from  year  to  year,  n?miely,  labour, 
tra'nspo -.'’t,  and  lack  of  sui  table  tips*  The  fo inner  in  particular  gave  rise  to 
con fd derail e anxj.ety  due  not  only  to  normal  occurrences,  i»e*  holddays, 
seasonable  departures  from  tiie  service,  but  especially  because  of  illness 
amongst  the  personnels 


Last  year  it  Y/as  reported  that  the  third  and  standby  vehicle  was  fast 
becoming  obsolete  and  un~ roadworthy*  This  year  it  can  be  recorded  tiriat 
follovdng  a major  breakdown,  it  was  finally  taken  out  of  service.  In  view 
of  rhe  .anticip)ated  use  of  the  duol'-purpose  vehicle  purchased  by  the  Council 
during  the  year,  it  v/as  not  considered  necessaiy  to  replace  the  one  talien 
Cut  of  service,  at  iie  present  time.  Kow  effective  time  use  of  this  particular 
dual-purijose  vdiicle  wall  be,  and  how  lung  before  a further  full-time 
vcliicle  is  necessary  remains  to  be  seen.

The  number  of  outstanding  applications  for  housing  accommodation  at  the  end 
of  tiie  year  v^as  586^  a reduction  of  24  over  1953» 

This  figure  shews  little  change  from  year  to  year  in  spite  of  the  fairly 
frequent  revision  of  tiie  applications,  li'jhat  was  said  in  1953  01^  this  point^, 
namely,  tiiat  in  spite  of  the  comparative  large  number  of  applications  still 
registered,  the  housing  problem  ?/as  much  easier,  was  again  justified.  Urgent 
and  difficult  problems  do  arise  from  time  to  time,  naturally,  but  ttie  large 
scale  damand  for  accomraodation  from  fanilies  living  under  overcrovijded  or 
otiierwlse  bad  housing  conditions  in  the  imniediate  post-wrar  years  have,  in  the 
main,  disappeared. 

whilst  the  number  of  new  Council  houses  erected  during  1954  showed  an 
increase  over  that  for  1953^  it  is  anticipated  that  mth  ttie  programme  now  in 
hand,  there  will  be  a considerable  reduction  during  1955^  private 

enterprise  houses  should  show  a marked  increase. 


In  accordance  7dth  Section  I of  the  HouvSing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  the 
survey  of  housing  conditions  tiiroughout  tiie  District  was  commenced.  This  must 
be  completed  and  a report  submitted  to  the  Minister  by  the  end  of  August, 1955* 
In  view  of  the  short  time  available,  it  vail  not  be  practicable  to  carry  out 
a detailed  inspection  of  all  properties,  but  infonnation  already  in  hand  from 
previous  surveys  should  enable  a sufficient  and  accurate  return  to  be  made.

Meat  Inspection 

From  the  beginning  of  July,  it  again  became  possible  for  butchers  'to  buy 
and  slaughter  their  ovri  animals  for  the  first  time  s:lnce  1940.  It  was  anticipated 
tiat  tne  majority  of  those  opera.ting  slaughterhouses  before  the  war  would  wish 
to  do  so  once  more,  but  in  actual  fact,  only  6 finally  considered  tliat  tine  cost 
of  bringing  their  premises  up  to  a required  standard,  togetlier  vlth  tine 
difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  rmd  qualified  labour,  justified  them  so  doing. 
From  an  aciministrative  angle,  tine, am  were  all  conveniently  situated  in  the 
Southern  part  of  tine  strict^  Even  so,  vatli  tlie  somewhat  chaotic  conditions 
prevailing  during  the  first  fevj  weeks,  considerable  re-organiaation  of  the 
routine  of  tiie  Department  had  to  be  made,  and  it  was  ultimately  found  tnat 
owing  tC'  the  fact  that  inspectium  has  to  be  carried  out  wltliin  a short  period 
of^  slaughter  or  not^at  all,  meat  iiivspection  duties  become  a ilefinite  routine 
y/ith  0 tiler  duties  fitting  in  as  best  they  can.  In  spite  of  several  weaknesses 
in  applicable  legislation,  it  was  found  poSvSible  to  inspect  a very  high 

percQitage  of  animals  slaughtered,  due  mainly  to  tiie  co-operation  of  the 
butchers  thernselveso
